The 
army of General Schofield to reported as being 
within three miles of Kinston, which is a rail- 
road centre on the march from Newbern to 
Goldsboro, and no great dirtance from the lat- 
ter place. On the 10th Inst., some bloody 
fighting occurred near Kinston and the 
conflict was for some time duubtfal, but 
terminaUd in favor of tbe Federal arms. 
Onr force regained the position from which for 
an interval they were compelled to retire, the 
rebels leaving their dead and wounded oupro- 
tected on tbe field.

And let all aim, not merely thoee who 
have been acoonntod of the Union party, 
but those who have sympathized with

Events and new reasons are btdjtg rapidly 
brought to view, and wc may all be for tbe 
amendiuent before another year elapse. Now 
that the Sunttiern Congress has voU^ to put 
two hundred thousand slaves in their armv, 
and Mr. Hunter, tbe alffeat rebel Senator, when 
voting for tbe measure under iustructiona from 
the Virginia LegisUturo, has decl.irod that

In view of the approaching ai; miner canvass, 
onr attention has been directed to a call for a 
crmvration of the conservative Union party of 
the Second Congree^iouiJ District to numluale 
a candidate for Congresa. The call apfiears to 
have been agreed upon at a meeting of five 
estimuble gentlemen at Frankfort a short time 
before the adjoarmneut of the Legiclaturc. It 
was done at a time when no gemicmAn bad 
atiDOUDcod himself as a candidate, when it was 
not known that there wonld be moie than one, 
before any demand bad come from any of the 
petals for such a convention, and at a time 
when, from several of tbe conntien, Uon. George 
H. Teaman was receiving assurances from 
McClellan men of their warm approbation and 
offers of renewed support from the entire Union 
party of those counties. If such a conventiAu 
has l«en called with the bona fide intention and 
desire of harmcmfnmg and vniting the. friends of 
the fiortmmeni, the moiiv* ie laudable, though 
there BM- nave been nu Immediate occasion 
tor it If, however, tbe convention to ca)l*«i 
for the purpose of nnlilng a portion of tbc 
Union men with the rebels who arc not dto- 
franchtoed by the law of the land, in support of 
tome candidate la opposition^ the amend- 
ment, in the vain hope that by such combioa- 
tion Mr. Teaman *6 defeat cun be acrompttohed, 
it is an nnwitc and dai-geruus movem-mt, to 
say tbe least of it; it should prove a fidlure; 
prudent men will stand aluof from iL We are 
not prei-ared to condemn any bodv or anything 
in coDuecUon with tbto matter, but wc do say 
that it coca not appear to u« or to the people as 
a political necessity. 

We believe it to generally known among the 
friends of Mr. Teaman that be has not desired 
agmiu to be a candidate for Congress. With their 
cenfent he would now decline to be a candi- 
date; but they will take no denial, and in this 
we think they are right. His relations to the 
fubject of tbe ConstUnJonal Amendment ia 
hto Ikate, In the late Congress, and ihruugboat 
Hie narion, are such that the friends of the 
measure have a ri^ to demand his as- 
s'iFtacce. What have they, who think he 
ought to have acted differently in regvrd to 
the amendment, to gain by d'iscarding him 
new?

a ruinous taxation upon the greatest export of 
tbe Stole, were well knoa-n and appre.?iated at 
the time, and cannot be f<*rgotten bereofier. 
Hto constitnAnts will n^t now commit tha 
egregious folly of becoming hto political ene- 
mies only because he no longer tries to con- 
serve an institution wblcb all edmit to be irre- 
trievably lost. They will prudently consider that 
in times like there, when there arc so many 
delicate and Importact inteiesto to guard at 
Washington, it is im[>eraUv-cly required that 
they shall lie represented by a man of na- 
tional rei-utstion, with an :-cknowledged and 
tHMent influence with those who may have tbe'ir 
interests to deal with.

' They say that tbe guerillas surrendered to be 
^ held as prisoners of war until they should lie 
I delivered up to tbe aathorities at Louisville. 
We omitted the proviso, and we ara extremely 
sorry for the omission. When we look 
at tbe question fJrly the mistake to 
not sneb a monstrons one after all. Tbe 
' ontlaws did surrender as prisoners of war, and 
' on board the steamer, from Brandenburg to 
1 Louisville, they were treated os such. We trust 
that we will c.ffend nobody by asking why this 
i was so. Who ever heard of 8ue Mundy, Ma- 
! ernder, or Medkiff extending a privilege of the 
I kind to a Federal soldier? Wbo ever knew of 
I thise desperate onttbroats treating a i>risoner 
I in a kind and humane manner? Sue and Med- 
klff made a desperate fight, yet, certainly, they 
were not inviBcible. Magrnder was lying upon 
a bed of pain in a weak, tottering condition, 
therefore nnalde to offer any defence. Fifty 
i Federal soldiers, fully armed, s'arronnd^ 
the bonse, yet the two ontlaws kept them tt 
bay, and were permitted to dictate terms for 
furrender. Tbey were guerillas, deeply steeped 
in blood and crime— tbey were recognized as 
ouUawT — a price was upon their heads, yet tljby 
were allowed to ftirrender os prisoners of war. 
We are at a loss to understand how a Fedora^ 
officer, knowing all of these facta, could accept 
sneb terms. Military usage and military law do 
not sanction such a proceediug. An outlaw 
cannot be pcnnlUcd to surrender as a prisoner 
of war, even with stlpnlaled conditions. To ac- 
cede to such a proposition to to acknowlelge 
the individual &s being engaged in waging a le- 
gitimate warfare. 

We rejoice at tbe capture of the cut throats, 
and freely say that the planning of tbe expedi- 
tion reflects great credit upon the officers con- 
nected with It.

They came up rather ou- 
exiiertcdly and furiously, and the consequence 
was the loss on our part of a Urge poruon of 
two rcEiments, who were fluikcd by superior 
number.*. 

Tbe left of tbe line, held by tbe 2d division, 
commanded Ly Gen. Carter,’ fought desperato- 
ly, resorting to the bayonet when their ammu- 
nition was exhausted. 

To compensate for losses here, 0)L Savage, 
of the I'ftU New York Ciivalry, inade a dotonr 
on the rear and captored nearly oue hundred 
prisoners. 

On the same afternoon an atock was made on 
our right and leputoed without lose. Mcneral 
Schofield came up In tbe evening and assumed 
command Nigbl coming on. tbeacliion ceased. 
Captain Fish, of tbe l’2th New York cavalry. 
Lad lust two small howitzers, and Captain Kri- 
fey had loet a Napoleon gnu. We had taken 
previously 200 prisoners during the day. 

On Thursday morning, the 9th, Malloy fully 
regained hto original position, and continued tb 
bold it. 

The enemy charged upon him t^ree timm in 
the evening, and were each time easily repulsed. 
With heavy lofs of life and small loss of pris- 
oners. The forenoon was mostly occupied with 
slirmtebing along tbe whole line. We still 
hold onr original line — ample breastworks hav- 
ing been made, snd stout hearts occu{*ying both 
ol them aud tbe skirmtoher pits. 

All through the evening of the 9th, and night 
and morning of the 9lh and 10th, the rebel fury 
again belch^ forth. They had evidently learn- 
ed of Eometliing that urged them tr> rencwe.l 
desperation, and we afterward learned that it 
must have been the reception of InteUigeneu by 
them that Couch was coming up overland ti> 
join ('ox. This, of course,' nuecssltated a furi- 
ous and speedy onset upon Cox In order to an- 
nibilate him before Couch should cumenp. 

All night long tbflp charged again and ogrin, 
making six or seven different charges amid tbe 
roar ot cannon and musketry that wa* deafen- 
ing and terrible as it swept and surged through 
ihe night hir. 

Tbey had driven back our skirmish line from 
tbeir rifle-pits to the breastworks, and seemed 
deiermined ta p >ar tbeir hordes over into these, 
bnt the wave was sent bouediog back time 
atttr time; and, finally, on tbe morning of the 
10th, as they comempiated another flank 
movement upon our left, it to f»id that 
we locK TTom Them an er.tire regi- 
ment of AlabbrniaiDL From this time their 
ardor began to diminish, and yesterday after- 
noon, when I left the scene of action' there 
was every prospect that we* would soon regain 
the skirmish- pit* and win a handsome victory 
over tbe maddened foe. 

We bad probably taken from the commence- 
ment np to last evening not far from 2,01)0 pris- 
onei e. Onr entire loss from the commencement 
in killed, wounded, and prisoners cannot be 
over 2.0CO. Tbe Colonel of the lllth Uhio was 
severely wonuded in tbe leg.

• ;ff a button, others snatchinz at tbe cord to 
secure a piece as a memento. A rumor wa* 
started that his jacket contained a lot of green- 
bar)-*, carefully sewed in the lining Accord- 
ingly, before he wa* placed In the coffin, a gen- 
eral search was instituted, bnt nothing was 
toond. 

A* an evidence that he did have a heart and 
a fellow-feeling in hi* bosom, we append a 
k-ttcr to a young lady of this State, written in 
the Military Prison a few moments before be 
was taken to the place ot execution;

'll d the argiimeM be iire*ented was somewhat 
iohited 8 <.>nte of the advance skirmisher* drew 
revolver*, and began firing at the enraged ani- 
mal M et of ihe *boUs whistled harmlessly over 
him, wtUe a few struck him in various part* of 
;he iMidy. goatting him to further madness. The 
cT* wd tecame cen*er around the furious bull, 
aud the firing became more rapid and wild. 
The bull would make at an Individual when a 
(oUey of |>istol. 6 hots would be directed 
at him, the report would startle tbe 
ear, the smoke curl above, a pell mell roab 
ensue, and all be 1<»1 in a volume of dost. To 
those in the distance tbe report of firearms, the 
swaying of the crowd, and tbe swelling shout* 
siqeared and sounded like s rioC and It wm 
thungtat that a bloody fight was going on i 
tween s mob. Tbe excitement became intense, 
and everybody rushed frantically forward. Far 
down the road the commotion a y o ad. and tbe 
rush wa* truly faarfuL Footmen, men, women, | 
and children, began to nw; men on horseback, j 
military and dvUiana, q>urrcd their aioeds to | 
tbeir mrttle, and, regaidlew of life or limb, 
rode foriously onward; carriages, ambulances, 
transfer wagons, and express wagons were also 
affected by tbe disturbance. They rtdled on- 
ward, rairing clouds of dust and producing a 
tieavy nimble, which added much to tbe oon- 
fiisioti of the hour. The soldiers in tbe rmr, 
who were detsebed ss a gnsrd for the execu- 
tion, were ordered to donblc-qulck, and, with 
bayonets glistening in tbe bright sunshine, they 
joined in tbe headlong rush. 

Such a wild scene of dUordcr ha* seldomod 
been witnessed. It lasted for nearly fifteen min 
otes. Volley after voUev was directnl at the 
ei ragf-d animal, yet rovered with bl<rod and 
Curt, and with eves wildly glaring, be kept hU 
At last a loud -uodt proclaimed his fall 
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It I* now perfectly evident thst the war 
nil] end, if it end st ail, in llic annihilation of 
tlie military strength of the South. If any at- 
tenij't at mUilary organiz.vtlon* in th.st secti>>n 
rhall be i-utvequently raa«le, they will be feeble, 
Slid ih*lr repression will be an e.-i.s.v work. But j 
the term* of reconstruction will he a matter de- 
itianding long, careful, and deep coubideration 
The wL-e adjurtuicat of them will n q'iireall 
the nmccDtrated wisdom of the nation. The 
!-\ii<ji«t will involve maay difficulties of the 
gravest character. 

As we and the Sonihero people are to live in 
the same Union, it is of course of tbe utmost 
iii>IK>rtaiice that we conciliate them as far a« 
poreible lubU-ad of exa*t>erating them. We 
:igiee with an Eastern contemporary, who says, 
that the great end and aim of onr policy in 
dealing with the population of the revolted 
i*utf» onght to be the removal of all traces of 
the struggle frqm their memory. Nothing that 
borve* to remiod them of their defzat, and i* not 
;^h*o)otely necezsary for the safety of the gov- 
ernment, onght to l<e retained either In our leg- 
i-)ation or onr policy. Slavery, which, If it* 
pxistence were protracted, would serve to keep 
alive tbe old antagonism between tbe two sec- 
tions, is. It is admitted on all hand*, gone for- 
ever. So that, as far aa this is concerned, there 
s DO further need of repressive measures. 

We bear a great deal every day about the uA' 
cessity for punishing the Southern leaders, and 
8 <>me peraon* go so far as to propose the out- 
Izwry- of every body in tbe Omfederacy who hu* 
held any higher rank in iU service than that of 
Cokmel. But it may be laid down ai a rule, 
dictated not simply by hnmanity and Chris- 
tianity, but by sound policy, that no panish- 
meuts whatever ought to be inflicted on any- 
body, except *nch a* are plainly called for by a 
prudent regard for onr own safety. And our own 
FiUriy would proliafilv not require the puniib- 
nienl of any body. With those who wish to leg- 
Mate. or put tbe existing law in force, for mere 
piirfxzes of vengeance, it 1 * scarcely worth 
while to argue. The sjiectacle of a whole peo- 
ple tbin-ting for vengeance ou a large body of 
their oa n oouLtry men, and seeking it through 
act* of CoDgre**, 1 * a b.'irbarons and repnijive 
one, re|<ugnant to tbe spirit of the age, and hos- 
tile to civUization. 

The fulkst pnul*hment for the offence* 
of the i>eople of tbe South, whatever 
they bate been, ha* been already inflicted 
in the pn*«nUon of this war. There is 
sonu-thiDg puerile in talking of adminL«ter. 
iug fuitber chastisement for a crime which 
ha* already caused the slaughter or m liming of 
two or three buD#eil thousand of those en- 
gaged in it, and the desolation of alm-ist a 
third of tbeir territory. With what power can 
we arm either courts or police that will impress 
(he iociiginatlon of men and women like th,i*e 
of the Sunlb. who have lived through the hor- 
ror* of ili« la.<t four years? 

And we ought to beware, above all things, of 
barasping tbi-m with the pressure of great 
swarms of offi< ials, most of whom will doubt- 
less, at k-A-t for a while, have to be N.irtkern- 
ers. For a few years after the war the Southern 
per>ple will be morbidly sensitive to whatever 
reaitids them of tbeir defeat, and thor<e among 
ns who are opinised to all attenpl* to respect 
this susceptihility, only show bow little thev 
have learnt from history, and bow little they 
know of human nature One great aim should 
be to avoid all nnnecessary display of force 
We shall he hound to protect the emancipated 
blacks snd Northern or lo> al Inhabitants, and 
see that tbe judgments of United States Courts 
are carried into exeention; but 'kli Interference 
with tbe ordinary working of local law, and 
th* ordinary management of local affairs, ought 
to be stienncHisly guarded against. There are 
ether ways than these which we recommend, ot 
bolding conquered terrilOQ; hut there are no 
other ways of healing tbe wound* left by civil 
war. ’ 

Tbe rebel General Longstreet's propoei- 
tion, stated to have been made per 11 ig of truce, 
that an arrangement sbonld be entered into for 
tbe return of all deserters on both sides, was one 
of the coolest things we have beard of for a good 
a bile. Snow and ice and Sir John Franklin's 
bone* and a Scotch Highlander's shins in Jan- 
uary are nothing to it. 

It ha* been the avowed policy of our military 
authorities to encourage in every way desertions 
from the rebel armies. Pains have been taken 
to niuLe rebt 1 cfficcrs and soldiers underst ind. 
that if they wi>uld come within our lines, they 
stioulO be' tieaied well snd protected fuD- 
liebed notice* to thst effect bsve been cirqiilated 
among them. The Presidunt's Amnesty Proc- 
lamation has met their eyes, gu»ranteeing to 
them full proU-ction if they would either join 
our forces in the field or come into the loyal 
State*. Tbe result bs* been what was hoped 
and exyierted. Rebel desertione take place 
• very day, and are so numerous a* to create tbe 
deei<e*t alarm in the Confederacy. General 
Lee, it 1* said, ha* ju*t passed in {>erBon along 
all hi* lines, exhorting hi* men not to desert 
bnt to stand hg him and the South In this un- 
paralleled crisis, yet hi* exhortations are In 
v^, tens of tbon-'unds of his followers 
*<-emibg to have lost all thought for any- 
thing except their own and tbeir families' 
safety. On the other band, tbe de- 
eertioDS from the Federal to tbe Confederate 
lines are next to nothing. Federal soldiers do 
occasionally deeert, yet rarely to go into the 
Confederacy-, for men wUI not fly from a rising 
to a sinking or sunken canse, they will not rush 
from pleaty to famine, they will not abandon 
goed w ages for tbe privilege of fighting without 
con>|«n*ution. The desertions from tbe Fed- 
eral to the Confederate armies, compared to 
tbo-e from the Confederate to the Federal 

are not even so much a* one to ten. 

It is under sneb circumstances that Gen. 
Longstreet gravely propose* that 6oti siJfj tkall 
tend back all dt*erttr » — a thing never done in 
the history- of warfare One would think that 
tbe redoubtable rebel General must be beside 
himself Hasn't be, In some ctf his battles, 
been wounded in the bead? 

What a strange incomprehensible man he is 
—that Governor Bramletie, of Kentncky!

The secessionHs, however, are ac- 
customed to draw consolation from t!;e i-l«i 
lliHl suci-ess is certain U) lie achieveil by any 
l*oople w ho resolutely and heroically stniggle 
for indc]>eDdcnce, a.s the rebel* are held to be 
struggling no-w. The I rave and triumphant 
efforts of SwiUerl.and. Holland, the United 
Slate*, and Modern Greece are pointed to a* 
a <x>mi>k-te deuioustralian of the theory. These 
example* are memorable indeed, but an impor- 
tant lact, too often forgotten, should be coosid- 
t led iu I'uuuection with each, that we mav 
properly e-tlmaie tlieir relation to the rebel 
tbeoiy. In each instance mentioned above, 
the sncces* aciilcvcd may he attributed, in a 
great m* asure, to foreign aid. The tedious and 
desperate struggle of the Netherlands against 
Phillip of Spain would, doubtless, have terml- 
naud in the more firm establUhmcnt of the 
Spanish rule but for tbe timely Aosistsnee they 
ncclved from England and the Protestant 
jowers of Germany. England and Ger- 
many largely contributud to the cause of 
enlightened freedom in tbns helping the Neth- 
erlands throngh their heroic straggle, for 
tbet had endnred a cruel bondage, vet after 
all, of the seventeen provinces that rose against 
Phillip, onlv •<«ven prosecuted the war to a tri- 
umphant termination. The other ten were 
thoroughly subdued, partly by military power, 
and partly by skilful diplomacy. TUe .Ameri- 
can Colonies fought with nneqiialled courage 
and nnslMting determination, yet bnt for tbeir 
allianre with France and the military- and naval 
assistance of thst Power, onr forefathers might 
have fought in vsin lor independence. Tne 
dcstracUon of tbe Turkish fleet at tbe great bU- 
Ue of Navarluo by the fleets of England, France, 
and Russia, delivered Modern Greece from 
Turkish rale, but the limits of Greece 
st last remained eubjeet to foreign prwcrljition. 
On the other baud. Ancient Greece, tbpogh 
fighting long and well, was at last completely 
overthrown by Phillip of Maced^m- she roie 
sgaiu at a subsequent period, but Alexander, 
i^c SOD of Phillip, subdued her people as ef- 
fei-tually as bis father bad done. Latium. al- 
ternately- the ally and rival of Rome, was sub- 
jugated by a people to whom she had given bath 
language and government. Tbe S.imnites, 
notwithstanding tbeir protracted and des|>erale 
resistance, fell fieneatb thn sway of the Eierual 
City. The Pole* and Cire-as->Uns are a warlike 
people, and none are braver on the earth bnt 
all Uie heroic sacrifices repeatedly made by them 
Lave failed to secure their independence of Rus- 
siA Tliey are to-day a subjugated people. The 
field* of Scotland and Ireland have been 
bnthed in the blood of martyr* to tbe 
cause of independence, buk all in vain; they 
now submit to tbe enduring *way of England- 
Thn* history d>.-monstrate* that nations may be, a< 
they bare been, subdued. But there 1* a marked 
differeuc-e between tbe instances we have cited 
above and the present rebellion against tbe Fed- 
eral Government. Those instances are examples 
of distinct nationalities straggling to maintain 
indei>endence; tbe people, however, of our re- 
liellions States are Identified with tbe loyal por- 
tion of tbe country In all tbe traits of one 
rialk’uality, and tbe laws sought to be en- 
forced were never oppressive to tbem, and 
were equally applied to all sections. In this 
fact L“ removed the chief barrier to a final sat- 
Isfaclory settlement of the straggle for the 
I'rlon. The rebels themsqjves now disclaim 
all confidence of foreign aid in tbeir resistance 
to tbe nation al anthority. This conflict, then, 
is chiefly a qaestiun of military power between 
Ibe eombatante, and, when that question shall 
l« ditermined, the conflict mill end. We ac- 
knowledge tbe exalted bravery of the S ontbern 
jitople; they are Amei leans, alL But they can 
be brought to obedience as effeclually as other 
brave people have been. There is nothiug sub- 
stantial in tbe theory that became a people are 
resolved to fight, and do fight desperately, they 
must necessarily be successful.

GUERILLA OUTRAGFj* IN SOUTHERN KEN- 
TUCKY. 

Fkanrux, Kt.. March 13, 18415. 

To the Editori of the lAmitciUe. Journal: 

In my last I chronicled the villainous and 
bart«r()ae acts of a (>artv of guerilla* who vis 
iled a i>ea(-eaMe and quiet ncighfeirhood, nome 
six miles northwest from this place. As “ml-*-

k*nA” the Some neighborhood w.as vi-lted la-t 
week by another band equally full of villanv 
ui'd steejH d in crime. Tbeir operations, how- 
ever, were further dirtapt from town, and their 
m< de of treating those who were so unfortunate 
ss to fal! Into their band* wa* qiii e different, 
thongh more brutal than that practised by tbe 
rafliane spoken of in my letter of now forgotten 
date 

A demand for money 1* made by ail guerillas; 
pistols Inquired for, and watches invariably 
asked for. After making the preliminary in- 
vestigaiiops.the (>arty of which I am now sjie.tk- 
ipg sought to enforee tbeir demand* not bv 
thrtstsol shooting, but deliberately tied ropet 
sn-und tbe necks of their victims and hoisted 
'.hf m In mid-air to make tbem disgorge tbeir 
money or tell where it wa* Tl>i-> was sdccoas- 
follv practised upon a Mr. Hughes, who was at 
one time a Federal soldier, from whom thev 
wrested about thirty dollars, tbe hard-earued 
savings of a kind father for hl« wife and little ones. 
They left bim. not llfekas, but deeply grieved 
at his loss and sorely afllicted by tbeir tinkiud 
and inhuman treatment of him, despite the en- 
treaties of hie wife. 

They next visited a Mrs. Tavlor and treated 
her son Be^amin in tbe same wav, without, 
however, effecting any gain, for upon the rep- 
re*entation of the mother and son, that the 
gold and silver, which thev said they wereafier, 
were in Russellville, they desDted from anv fur- 
ther att< mpts to make the son tell. Tbe'same 
pariv visited Auburn on tbe Memphis Branch 
Hoad and obtained from the citizens of that 
very unfortunate village several hundred dol- 
lars. They demanded of Mr Harry Wood- 
ward— a >tHncb Union man — seven lhou-«and 
dollars, with a threat of taking his lite, If 
tbe amount wa* not forthcoming. He did 
not ce>mply, and tbey led him forth from 
his femily to carry into execution their threat, 
bnt. a* the amount of three hundred In gretn- 
back* and twenty-seven dollam in gold wav 
raisid and given to them, they left withont 
doing bim any personal violence.' Such acts a* 
these are becoming so common here of late that 
the goodpeople of tbe countrv know not what 
to do. They are greatlv alarmed, and properly 
*o too, for etoh bright-faced moon that smile« 
ni>on the earth may, before it glides far down 
the distant West, behold their homes in ashes, 
or witness the dull, black face of earth en- 
crimeoned with their blood.

Sherman s advance on Columbia was nnex- 
pec-ttd. Sudden as surprising, it fonnd all nn- 
} rei>ared for the events which followed, and 
few cool enotigh in the orisis to yield t-r anv 
otter than the bent of the first impnl-^e. Hence 
hnndreds are to-dav exiles from home who 
w< uld give almost tbeir all to be safely b.u-k. 
They have learned that being a refugee don't 
pav.' 

OrangeboTgli and Kingsvil’e were supposed 
to be the hlcbest points northward on that line 
at which Sherman would strike. The {leople 
who |ilam>ed this camixtlgn thought from 
t hence he would t>rancb off toward Cheraw and 
ra.vctteviiie. iszving Colombia nntooched. 
Four (iftyp iht*' dHoKion. Our irtvips 

fell back until ihe sound.-r of cann-ir: roverher- 
ated throngh the cltv. Then public officers lor 
the first time began to think of removing the 
public stores. The in«tractiomt from Richmond 
had k ft many of th'.m no other di-creii>n. 
Hnrry, excliement, and some c-mfiision became 
the order of the day. Evervtsxlv, public and 
private, wanted a cur. The President of the 
Oiatlotte and Sonth Carolina Railniad, Colonel 
Wm. Johnson, his assistants, t.'aptain Sharp*, 
the agent of transportation, and hG aiJt, now 
fient their energies lo the horculein task 
liefore them, and accomplished all that 
*i en could do. The trains from the South 
Carolina and Greenville roads were ran 
noon the Charlotte track, filled and hur- 
ried away to return and fill again Engine* 
shrieked their signal notes, morning noon, 
ard night. The activity was cea-eles.*. Thede- 
l-ots were crowded with good.« of everv desi-rip. 
lion Passenger train.x were thronged, ladie* 
ai d families in their fright nndergoingthe most 
grievous torment* of travel to escape from what 
tbey btlieved was a doomed dty Tbe city re- 
Sounded with the ramble of a tbou-and wheels, 
all btwring their freight to the grand funnel out 
of which it was to he discharged. Horses, 
wagons, negrore. everything that could aid in 
tl e removal of prQ|iertv, wa« brought into re- 
quiritioD. and between firce and persaa-<ion. au 
inimense amount of labor waa systematicallv, 
rat>idh-. and jndlcionslv employed. 

By Wednesday night the tide'w;ui at its height. 
The enemy we.re within three miles. The little 
armv in their front having given hack step hv step 
nnlll flanked out of tbe fortifl''atioas on the op- 
l'|■*ite side of the Congaree, thev retired to the 
limit* of the city Itself, where a line of battle, 
was again reformed Three or four shells 
thrown at the bridge inereased the popnlar agi- 
tation until it became a fever. The stores were 
closed. Militia and detailed men were at the 
front. Army trains began to moye throngh. 
and the tnitb at last flashed upon tbe minds of 
all. that Colombia mu«t Inevitably ^eyacnated. 
Few slept soundly In their b^ daring the 
night that followed. 

Thursday, the 1,‘ith, the enemy opened on the 
city with shells. Some damage wax done, but 
few casualties are reported. One gentleman onlv 
is said to have been killed. The State Honse, 
Nickerson's HoteL Sonth Carolinian offli«, to- 
gether with some private residenceA were paid 
an Iron compliment, and the Inmates evacuat^ 
without tbe nsnal polite formalities of leave- 
taking. Still tbe work of removal went bravely 
forward, and a vast amonnt was accomplished. 
Tbe time was too brief, however, to do all, and 
bnndreds of thonsaiidx of dollars' worth of 
y>nblic snd private property remained in and 
ahiHit the depot, as a prey to the Yankee torch 
and pilferer. 

TliC worst feature of the entire scene occurred 
on the day of which I write. A party of Wheel- 
er'* cav^ry, accompanied by their offi-«rs, 
dashed into town, tied tbeir horsex. and as svs- 
tcmatically as if thev bad been bred to the bnsi- 
res*. preceded to break into tbe sto-es along 
Main street and rub tbem of their contentA A 
detachment of detailed men fired on one party 
and drove them out. Captain H.amlitoo, the 
Provost Mar-hal. with another officer, drew 
swords and pistols on another partv. and suc- 
r-eeded in clearing several eswbllxhTnentx; but 
the valiant raiders still swarmed like hx;a->tA, 
and to-day, a hundred mile* awav fr-im Coluai-' 
t>lA yon may see men smoking the cigar* and 
wearing on their saddles the elegant cloths 
s'olcn from tbe merchants of that cltv. It is 
said that two of the “cavalrv” drew pistol* on 
General Hampton, who wa* attempting to pro- 
tect a store, and threatened hi* life. 

Under these circumstance*, yon may well 
Imagine that onr people would rather see the 
Y ankeee or old Satan himself than a ['Urtv of the 
aforesaid Wheeler's cavalry. The barbarities 
committed by some of them are represented to 
!« frightful. “life, liberty, and the pnrsnit of 
happiness” being i>erfectly incompatible with 
tlelr presence 

Common rumor says that Sherman's tre.it- 
ment of citizens and private pro{>ertv wax nnl- 
forRily lenient and conciliatory. His headquar- 
ters were at Nickerson's Hold. 

Tbe scenes np tbe railroad may be briefly de- 
scribed. Crowds at every- depot seeking tempo- 
rary shelter; some getting off more getting on; 
twenty trains thundering one after the other in 
quick’ succession; screaming locomcttlyea, err- 
ing babies, tearful women, families travelling in 
box cars among piles of bacon, salt, bandboxes, 
trunks, and bod-clothes; a break-down near 
Winsboro; engine off the track; ten hours de- 
lay; i-aemy reported coming; more conaterna- 
tibn; a lung night; no wood, no water, no 
breakfast; p-n car-loads of ladies of the TrcAxu- 
rx Department in most unattractive morning 
dithabille. with hair unkempt, and hollow deepv 
c'cs. shivering about in the red mutUIaginou* 
mud; ten or twelve car-Iaadsof Yankee priaon- 
ers just ah ^od, llkewi^^e at a dead bait; tbe guards 
around thur camp-fires, and the individuals of 
a cernlean Aspect singing with tremendoAx en- 
ergy Union songs; still ahead, tbe section-mAxtera 
and brick-lay era, with a gang of laborer* re- 
pairing the road, and holding po*t-mortem eon- 
rultaiJons oyer tbe remaina of a deserted engine 
—finally, a ran track three miles, a filling of 
i»i>ks. a fresh start, and arrival at Charlotte 
I here nn avalanche upon the good people, 
an aj jif al to hosj«ltallty, which is m rstWArmlv 
Ilf eded, and a gradual simmering down of all 
the clkment* in agitation.

]>eror announced tbe withdrawal of the troop* 
frrim Mexico, before it was known that the 
North and Sooth were ttoim; to onite, and, per- 
h.'ife. enforce tojretber the Monroe doctrine. 
The Moniteur, a* the official ortran of the Oov- 
eimncnt, fa the paper which fa preserved in 
lU'rarie* for hfatoricol pnrpoees, and tbe Em- 
{u-ror wfabed it to go into history that be was 
cot driven ont of Mexico by fear of the Ameri- 
enns. 

Now, whether the declaration of the speech 
in rceaid to (he withdrawal of tha troops from 
Mexim was dne to tbe news of the anticipated 
fxncc in America or not, it fa certain that the 
w:)V the affair was manlpnlated by the offl'lal 
Journal bus pnt tbe idea very generallv into peo- 
ple’s head*. The fact, too,' that not one w<xd 
was prononneod in this speech abont America 
or the Mi nation in Mexico eonflrnw the belief 
tliat the new* of the jxmee (Ninference at 
Fortre** Monroe was read liefore the Imperial 
sju-e- Il WR* delivered, and that it wa* tbe cause 
R( tbe rcniagk about the withdrawal of tbe 
triNips. and tbe sileuce on oil other topic* re- 
latingto Aniericx 

It 18 not worth while to notice the mmora 
pnbifahed, r*]ie«ially in Richmond, to tbi* 
elfect, that the Emjxjror contemplates a speedy 
recognition of tbe South; he hag never at anv 
ei>ncb of tbe war been as far from any snch 
event as at the present moment. Not only <k>ea 
be intend not to interfere, bnt he intentis to re- 
move all iirctext for our interventiem in Mexico! 
And what more than that conld be asked at 
present of Napoleon III ? 1 mav state, afao, 
that within a very few days Hfa Majestv boo de 
dared that there was no lonti^er any hoce for 
this reliell'ioD— that to asy impartial luoAer-on 
it must soon sneenmb. 

Of coorsc universal reirrets are exprssaed In 
the press that tbe peace conference 'broke np 
withont any icsnlx the seccssfimtet jwper* r*- 
grettlpK that Mr Lincoln would not feicrec to a 
separstlon. and the friendly papers reerettins; 
that tbe South shoold still preteik] to demuud 
it* indefiendeflce. 

It fa evident tha! the Prince Napoleon oae ha-1 
semetbiuE to do with the Fmrarar’s better dis- 
position toward tbe United States. As I have 
olreadv told you, tbe two cousins have, within 
I a few weeks,' become more intimate than thev 
I have l<ecn at any time fix some years, and the 
Prince fa now exerefainj; a larire and most happy 
Ir.finence in tbe direction of the affairs of tbie 
Empire. The Prince fa Inflexibly pledged to 
tbe success of the Uni<» cause in America; he 
believes it to be the interest of Franoe to bock 
np that cause, and we look for some declaration 
in one or the other of the letrislative bodies 
trom tbe Minister of Slate to that eifcct. It fa 
wertbv of remark in this conne'',don, that, at 
the Grand Ball alvcn by the P^'tnee Napoleon 
tbe other nij;M- 4he firat wlii-,;n has been sflven

Sometimes a little straw or 
other litter was obtained for the sick, but such 
wa* tbe acpumuiatiou of filth and the want of 
nourishing food that death was the only relief 
for the sick. Thousands of our men are dying 
of biingcr, and lie out night after night, with- 
out blielier and nearly nakixl, through the biting 
frosts and cold rains. In the languige of Cap.

A HISTORY. 

MaVSIEI.O, GRAVIs Coi-XTT, Kt.,1 
March 8 186-5. f 

To the Editors of the Lo<tisnl/e Journal: 

I scii8 yon the following for publication, 
which I think will not be amiss just nt tills 
time in Kentnekv, as well for tho honor of the 
State that gave birth to ■ the htro of mv narra- 
tive as for tbe rvlject himself; also for the les- 
son It teaches, that men, who have risen to emi- 
nence and honorable dirilucUon, as a gcnutal 
rule, have not been to the “ramor-born,” fe I 
with a silver spoon, or rocked in the era lie of 
forlvne by blade hands, and to hold up before 
the rising generation a iloftfeex-imi>le, worlhv of 
imitation by the vouth ofthepre-ent generail m. 
in w batever ctnditlon it may have beeu their lot 
to be botn. 

About the year 1829 the writer of this was a 
“ixmntrv scbinlraaster” in the southern part of 
ChrisDan countv, Kentncky, on the “'r ibacco 
Road” from Salnbrin Spring* to Clarksville. 
Tennessee. A (Hint three hundred vards nast of 
mv schoolhcuse, on a beautiful eminence, sto.'vl 
a log cabin on a small tract of land. There 
lived In that log cabin a poor bnt industrion* 
farmer, with a large fimlly of children, whom 
be was anxious to edncale to the best of his 
ability. He patronized mv school with the 
SDialIc*ores, wliile the larger hsid to be kept 
at home to ossii t in supporting the rest of the 
famllv, for he owned no slaves, although he wa* 
eniirely surrounded by those who did own 
them to a considerable extent for that day. 
None of these propertv-bolder*’ sons, so far a.* I 
know, bave ever risrn to anv higher distinction 
than that of resiirctable, wealthy cUizena. The 
school ■went on, tbe poor man’s children came, 
bnt I think Die subject of my namtivfc w is 
among those who had to be kept at home. 
Ever and anon I received pressing in^tatlons bv 
the children to accompany them home to snsnd 
the evening under their "paternal roof. I ac- 
cepted the invitation, .and I never shall forget 
the joyous and proud expressions of “ Little 
Frank.” dejilcted in everv muscle of his face, 
and glistening eve and proud bearing, as he 
niuiblvstepped off to lead the wav. 1 received 
a hearty welcome fro* the whole famllv. Sup- 
per being over and dishes disposed of, the whole 
family were seated around a comforuble fire, 
with a liberal supply of brush to keep up a light. 
I found the father and mother quite loquacious 
and agreeable in conversation, v^ich embraced 
education, religion, and politics, the children, 
in the meantime, being very attentive to all that 
was said. .Among the topics under tho head of 
politics, referred to. wa* “gradual emancipa- 
tion,” then liecomlng a popnl ir theme in Ken- 
tucky, on which the old man expressed his mind 
freely. 

Tlic conversation on these sublccts (which 
was both amusing and instructing) being well- 
nlpli exhausted, I turned me to mv right, and 
observed a rough-faced, rustic looking bov of 
about twelve years old, squatted hard bv'the 
jam. pouring over his book* and papers bv a 
brsish coTidfe: seeming to bo no longer inte’-ested 
in onr conversation I devoted rav attention to 
him, anVspoke .some kind word of encourage- 
ment — which I was the better prepared to do, 
having had to grapple with the same difficnltie* 
and drcnnlstances that snrronuded him. .and 
my heart heat warmly in sympathy when [ be- 
held lu Lis conduct and conven*.atlon a self-reli- 
ant and persevering determination to make 
himself a nan. I discovered that he pos- 
sessed a good intellect, a quick appreh-n- 
sicn, good rea.*onable power*, and an 
extraordlnarv memory and fluency of sneech, 
united with iuffustryand iierseverance. Endow- 
ment.* and qualiiim and faculties of such rare 
combination, in mv opinion, could not fall to 
enable him to overleap every oppuslng objtacle 
in bi* way to tbe niche of efninent dLstinctloQ. 

A frw'years elapsed. The cry of “West- 
ward, Ho,” prevailed in the neighborhood, and 
his father joined the tide of emigration flowing 
in that direction This move w,oa made at the 
right time and in the right direction for tbe 
subject of mv narrative, as it placed him in a 
field and under circumstance* more favorable to 
the entire development of his natural endow- 
ment*. This ended for the time being our 
further acquaintance. .About eighteen or twen- 
tv years bad passed, and I w:« travelling in the 

Wwt and called at C . in the Slate of Hli- 

noi*. While walking the streets I w!is sud- 
denly confronted by a robust, klud(y-faced 
man of smiling countenance, who, sizing 
my hand, gave it the hearty sliako of on old 
acqnaintance, and called me by name. Of 
course he had grown ont of my knowledge, bnt 
no sooner had he mentioned the “school” and 
the “log cabin” than I recognized him as an 
eminent law> er. He pressed me to dine with 
him that dav, adding that “brother (‘little 
Frank") Frank is newly married, aud will dine 
with me to.dav.” I cordially accepted the in- 
vitation, snd spenf^eome two or three hours 
verv pleasantly under hi* village roof with hint 
and his kind lady and “little Frank. ’’conversing 
chiefly on remiiilocencee of the pa-t. Moi e than 
all r rejoiced to find mv pi^lctlons for the 
‘‘boy ’’more than fnlfllled in tbe mno. Bring 
homeward Innind and urgent call* pre*-ing me 
thitherward. I offered the parting hand. .An! 
nevpi can I forget while memorv holds it* clt vdel 
thatlist fan well, so fnll of gratitude and aomanv 
Bo<iiJ wishes tor my future happiness and pro-- 
IieiUy, whi'.-h wore cordi;illy reciprocated — aul 
wyparicd. Same ten or twelve morel^ar* 
pfl‘f{d rapidly awav. An awful portsn'tlou* 
S(>urid, ** it the seven thunders had uttered 
thdr voice, was heard in the far di -taut Smth. 
shaking the pillar* ol Die dome of libertv. and 
ctiufing the proud AnKrican eagle, ■who-e filgh* 

1 litarlo had oa^ji been tiptcard and onward, to 



lower ai d topple from »hc w">.1l* of ol 1 Sump 
ter. The thunders bad n" s-e nc'- u'lcrcd their 
voice than the lightnieg e<»iive .< i| ih • meaning 
Ui the fiT di.-T.aiit W. s* — “ To arm-! to arm*' 
vour country caii.-!”

A p<jrtion of Gibbt.n.*'s dlvi.*lou of tha .Army 
of the James arrived at Frederic'nsburg on 
Monday evening in lran-= 4 >ortK c< uvoyed by two 
gunl>oat*. Their arrival was not wholly unex- 
pected; though the p'coplc were led to believe 
tliat they would not come with any hoe tile in- 
tei't. 

It was nuderstood that certain part'ie*, with 
tie coDiiivanec «-f both Goverumcui*. b.od per- 
fected an arrangement tor the shipment of a ' 
large quantity ot toliaeeo to the United States i 
lor w hieh a lot of bacon wa.s to be rent iu ex- 
cbiiDge. The toliacco wa.s forwarded from this 
city to Fredericksburg aiid Uamiituu's Crossing 
last week. General Grant wa* iufo''m«J of wa.at 
wa* going on, and determined to plav a “Yan- 
kee trick” upon the speculators. He accord- 
ingly sent the force mentioned to Fredeticksharg 
to dcctroy the tobacco. Hi* order* were exe- 
cuted, and the Yankee* thereupon rcturaed to 
their quarter*. Some ihirtv freight :ars belong- 
ing U> the Richmond and Fred«rick->uurg Rail- 
road Company were also destroye 1. 

Some ol the p>e< 4 ple of Frederi -U. '.mrg wont 
to the wharf to witce*s the landing of the Yan- 
ktes, enpporiug they were about ter csrry out 
the amingemeiit in good faitb; but thev were 
scon uudcceivi d and sca-tered. The Yankee* 
did not molest tbe eiiizcna during their stay. 

Tba DL'pa’.ch says, in relation to the tobacco 
affair: 

We arc inf.'rirtd that Mr. Singl. ton hod noth- 
ing to do with the two hundred thau«and 
pounds -of tobacco carried from this citv to 
Fredtriek.*burg, aud there burned by the ene- 
my. It is said it was sold to the Yaiikee Gov- 
ernmerit for grecnt>ack*, carried to Fredericks- 
burg for them, and deporited there at their 
risk, and that it was burnt by an idBrion.* Yan- 
kee commander of gunboat*, who, it is pre- 
rumtd. wa* ignorant of the p'lrch.tse of the ar- 
ticle by his Government.
